This Week's Readings : 

January 5 - Matthew 3 - The preaching of John the Baptist. Call for repentance 
particularly the religious. The one coming after me is greater. Jesus is baptized. God 
shows up. 

January 6 - Matthew 4 - Jesus tempted in wilderness - God is above all no matter the 
circumstance; Beginning of the Galilean ministry - fulfillment of the prophets; Called 
Simon Peter and brother Andrew; Jesus taught, healed, ministered to great crowds. 

January 7 - Matthew 5 - Beginning of the Sermon on the Mount; Blessed are ... ; Salt 
and light; Jesus fulfills the Hebrew law; Jesus reinterprets the Law to a higher 
standard of life among the community of Christians. 

January 8 - Matthew 6 - Sermon on the Mount continued: watch how you practice 
your religion, giving, praying, fasting, treasures in heaven, the eye, two masters, 
don't worry, be happy 

January 9 - Matthew 7 - Sermon on the Mount continues: don't judge, specks in eyes, 
holy to dogs, ask, search, knock, do everything to others as you would like to be done 
to you, beware of false prophets, word of God like house built on the rock, Jesus 
taught with authority.
